Note Pursuant to the decision of the National Governrent 
in 1930 on the policy cf cpiur svppressycn, to the regulations 
governing the reassures “or savore3sion are to the orders for 
its suvpression in specitied periods and for the vicdance of 
smoking habits within ceitein tire-lirlts, tne local authorities 
hed, vp to March in 1937, made good progress in carrying out 
the reforms when the suppression was almost completed, After 
the July 7th Incident, the Japanese reversed the policy of the 
National Government by lee" lizing opium smoking whereby 247 
opium dens were licensed with doors thrown wide open to smokers 
whether or not they vossessed permits and rezardless of their 
ares. As a result the number of smokers increased day by day. 


B, Opium Addicts 


a. Number of licensed smokers 230,000 
b. Number of non-licensed smokers 80,000 
c. Number of casual smokers 100,000 


Note The boevs regire encovraged onpivm sroking by the 
establishment of numerous opivm dens in the central and con- 
venient localities, thus enabling it to issue licenses to 
23,000 smokers aside from some 80,000 vniicenscd smokers, The 
number of cisval smokers was more than the total of the former, 
making a daily total of some 200,000. 


C. Cvantity of onpivr consumed daily amounts to 3,000 'lieng’ 
(Chinese ovnces) 


Note This quartity is taken from the estimated official 
ficures of the daily sale of the licensed onium dens, exclusive 
of what the opiur merchants ciandestinely transported and sold 
which was abort ten times eas mech, The qvantity of daily con- 
sumption ray therefore be taken as arovnting to as much as 
30,000 ‘liane' a day.

The 
functions of The hew Onivm ti ild end The Oniur Dens Guild were 
to undertake the eran snertation of oniur, The eral Dens, the 
sele of raw opivr, 21@ Ready Made Ovium Comnaniecs, the sale of 
prepared opiun, while the main sources of supply came from the 
Mongolian Border Association under the control of the bogus 
governrents of Mongolia which were becked and encouraged by the 
Japanese to plant opivm. Tne transportation and sale of heroin 
and morphia were rainiv uncertaren by tic Jananese and Korean 
ronins whose business it was to sunply ine Ch e with these 
drugs, thus raking taose wio became impoverished throvgh smoking 
onium turn into dope fiends,

Repre- 
sentatives of the rejated avthorities, schools, chvrehes, 
foreign and locnl communities were invited to svpervise the 
public burning. After that, quanti ttos of other poisonous 
drugs consisting of raw optum 100.75 ling, readcy made opium 
236,37 liang, opium eshes 203,268 liang, éniur bulbs 7 liang, 
white powder 2 iienege were seized and ar re now waiting to be 
burned, 


B Steps to enforce svonression,

Note The above acdicts have been reeistered between 10 
Feb, and 6 Mar, 1946 when the Bureau of Sccial Affairs instructed 
the Chicf of Pao ( ) and Chia ( ) to conduct in cooperation 
with the Bureau of Police and of Public Heelth investigations 
and registrations of tne ad“icts wnose names appeared in the 
registration book of adaicts of the punpet Peking Onivm Suppres- 
sion Bureau, 


2. Number of addicts onier treatment for curing 5,501 


Note Following the inevguration of the present municipal 
government all the 247 opivm dens liceased by the bogus regime 
were closed by order. Addicts who have voluntarily given up 
smoking onivm as 2 result of the rieorcus suvpressing measures 
arount to severel tuns of thousands. Those crsval addicts have 
already cured themselves. The nutber of addicts who are now 
under curing amount es many as 5,501, 


3. The number of onium and narcoti.s treatment hospitals 
a. For free treatment 11 


Note For convenience of the addicts to be cured the muni- 
cipal government has established in different parts of the city 
ll hospitals to cure poor addicts free of charre and to investi- 
gate and examine addict sus ects. Hach hospital can accommodate 
360 persons who are exoected to ect cured in 15 days under the 
charge of 3 doctors and 16 nurses, Hight kinds of drugs which 
are made by the Hua Pei Medicine Manvfacture Co, from the pre- 
scription of the Nationel Health Adrinistration, are distributed 
to the addicts to be cured attention being given to respective 
their ages, health conditions by each hospital, 


b. For Paid Treatrent 18 


Note These hosnitals are set vp in the better accommodated 
hospitels in the citv vnder the avspices of the Bureau of 
Public Health. While the nuvbe s of the beds in these hospitals 
differ, the toal number of beds is et present 628, 


4. The steps to be taken after the expiration of the time- 


limits in the svopression of opium smoking. 


After 20 March 1946 the deadline time-limit for the suppres- 
sion of the opium smoking, all offenders, found guilty of re- 
sumed smoking or clandestinely smoking, transporting and selling 
of opium, will be severely dealt with in accordance with the 
Regulations governing Suvpression of Opium and Narcotics.
